Entomologist Melander of the State 
Agricultural College, has startled the 
farmers by recommending that the en- 
tire wheat crop of this year be burned 
with the object of completely extermi- 
nating the pest. He says that the Hes- 
sian fly causes an annual loss of at 
least $100,000,000 to wheat growers of 
the Middle States. Its advent here 
therefore is a matter of grave appre- 
hension to the Washington farmers. 
Melander thinks that prompt meas- 
ures will result in stamping out the in- 
sect. It is now living as a small brown 
maggot, resembling flaxseed, in the 
lower joints of the stalk.

Rev. William Davies, pastor of the 
Vernon Congregational Church, 
preached yesterday morning at the 
Pico Heights Congregational Church, 
at the first service of the all-day meet- 
ings held in honor of the presentation 
of a handsome organ to the congrega- 
tion, The topic of the sermon was 
“The Church of the Living God.”
